Half  of  the  “selling  price*'  is  given  to  the  owner  of 
the  horse,  and  the  other  half  is  pooled.  What  this 
means  is  that  if  you  buy  the  horse  that  you  own,  then 
you  only  need  to  contribute  the  pooled  component. 

The  final  amount  raised  determines  the  eventual 


prize  money,  and  is  dispersed  to  the  owners  of  the 
1st,  2nd  and  3rd  placed  horses  in  te  Golden  Slipper. 

Members  should  note  that  these  prizes  are 
dispersed  only  when  all  moneys  have  been  received.
